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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments, see Remarks, pages 9-1 1 and claim amendments, filed 
2/20/2007 with respect to various grounds of rejection have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. 

The rejection of claims 40-41 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, stands 
withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment 

The objection to claim 20 stands withdrawn since applicant has amended the 
claim to be in independent form. 

All rejections against claims 25 and 39 stand withdrawn since those claims have 
been canceled. 

All rejections under 35 USC 103(a) stand withdrawn since applicant has 
canceled all claims that were so rejected - e.g. claims 1-7, 14, 21-22, 25-28, 30, 32-39, 
and 42-43. 

Added claims 44-59 had been previously presented as dependent on other 
claims, so they present no new matter, and clearly they are allowable since their parent 
claims are now allowable. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 8-10, 13, 16-17, 20, 40-41, and 44-59 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has amended the claims such that claims previously indicated 
allowable have been placed in independent form. As noted before, "sample manager" 
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refers to the thing in Figure 3 - e.g. ASIC 800, as described in 6:10-9:5. As applicant 
has noted in the Remarks dated 3/3/2006 has described what the recited 'means' are. 
Therefore, applicant has sufficiently defined these terms in binding fashion. The other 
claims are allowed for reasons discussed in previous Office Actions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
